BRIDGE 


Norfolk County Is 
Assessed 


Also the Street work on the new bridge and the com- 


Railway 


John F. Merrill, Walter H. Faunce, 
George E. Smith, Charles Paine, and 
William S. McNeary, the commission- 
ers having in charge the building of 
the new bridge over the Weymouth 
Back river between North Weymouth 
and Hinghain, which was opened to 
the public last April, have filed their 
etatement as to the cost of the con-|! 
struction of the bridge which has been } 
accepted by Judge Pierce of the Su- 
perior court. The cost of the bridge 
amounted to $102,549, 

The new bridge was made necessary 
by the establishment of the govern- 
ment magazine up the river the gov- 
ernment considering the old bridge 
an unreasonable obstruction to navi- 
gation. | 

An attempt was made to have the 
government bear a portion of the ex- 
pense of the bridge and a bill was 
passed” by congtess “appropriating! 
$50,000 but was given a pigeon hole | 
veto by President Taft. 

In 1912 the legislature passed an | 
act authorizing the construction of | 
the bridge at a cost not exceeding 
$80,000, and provided that it should 
contain a draw not less than fifty 
feet wide. 

The act provided that in the first in- 
stance the cost should be borne by the 
Commonwealth and the counties of 
Piymouth and Norfolk, and after its 
completion the cost of the bridge |

SUPPOSED TO BE A WOMAN 


Appears to Be Confident That Stoler 
Property Will Be Returned—Rum-

Narragansett Pier, R. I., Aug. 2.) 
—New facts which developed in the] 
investigation of the quarter-of-a- mil- 
lion dolar jewel robberies makes it 
practically certain that Mrs. John H. 
Hanan, the chief victim, knows the 
person who robbed her. 

Mrs. Hanan lost $150,000.

was a woman and that she knows who 
this woman is. She holds out a 
promise of forgiveness and immunity 
if the jewels are returned. Mrs. Ha- 
nan said: 

“I wish to cast suspicion on no one 
—but I do want to say that should it 
be found that one of my own servants 
committed these robberies, I would 
not Be harsh with her. 

“I should understand that she riust 
have suffered a temptation too great 
for her strength, and I should pity 
her. If she returned my gems to me, 
I should be glad to keep her in my 
service, or to let her go free and with 
good recommendations. No one need 
ever know of her guilt.” 

The disclosure that Mrs. Hanan 
knew the identity of the thief came 
through a slip of Mrs. Hanan’s 
tongue. = 

Speaking of the jewels she said: 
“She will return them, I am confi- 
dent:” She used “her” and “she” in 
speaking of the robber and added: 
“No woman's conscience would per- 
mit her to keep them.” 

She said her belief that the gems 
would be returned followed an in- 
terview with two priests of the Narra-| 
gansett churches. 

Charles C. Rumsey, son-in-law of 
the late E. H. Harriman, has “fired” 
all the detectives who were employed 
for the purpose of trying to locate the 
$125,000 worth of jewels stolen from 
his house last Saturday night while 
he and his wife were absent. 

In discussing the affair with an in- 
timate friend, Rumsey is said to have 
declared: “I do not intend to let de- 
tectives bleed me.” Rumsey has given 
up all hope_of ever recovering the 
gems, which ineluded his wife’s 
magnificent $75,000 pearl necklace. 
He is of the opinion the only hope of 
recovering the jewels lies in chance. 

If the thief gets drunk and starts 
talking it is thought that the jewelry 
may find its way home. 

Some of those in close touch with 
the Rumseys say that if the jewels 
are recovered it will be from abroad. 
They think the robbers would not dare 
try to dispose of the goods in any city 
of the United States for fear of be- 
ing apprehended. Paris or London 
are the cities which it is thought dre 
the most likely places where an at- 
tempt will be made to sell them. 

Rumsey is of the firm conviction his 
house was robbed by prafessional 
thieves who knew of the presence of 
his wife’s necklace there. He thinks 
the thieves came for the express pur- 
pose of stealing the necklace. He is 
also convinced the robbers had plenty 
of money and used a high-power atito- 
mobile to accomplish the job. By 
means of a good car the getaway 
could be made much more easily. 

Discovery that robberies have been 
committed at the summer homes of 
Professor Brander Matthews of Co- 
lumbia university and of Fred Mans- 
field, proprietor of the Crown hotel 
at Providence, indicates that the gang 
of thieves whose operations have ter- 
rorized the summer colony here have 
not been in the least intimidated by 
the host of detectives called to handle 
the Rumsey and Hanan cases. 

The amount of the loot taken from 
the Matthews cottage cannot be esti- 
mated until some representative of the 
family arrives here to make an in- 
ventory. Valuables worth several 
thousand dollars were taken from 
“Elberon,” the Mansfield home, 
Thursday night.

Company of Naturalized Citizens 
Rendered Gaod Service 


HALF OF THEM ARE SLAW 


Their Captain, Bearing Visible Evt- 
dénce of Enccunters With Turks at 
Close Quarters, Returns to New 
York When War Shifts to Conflict 
Among Allies Themselves 


New York, Auz. 2.—First tidings 
of the company of naturalized Ameri- 
cans which went to fight in the war of 
liberation against the Turks in the 
Balkans were brought here by Cap- 
Aifredo Marinelli, an Italian 
army officer, who helped musfer that 
company in this city and Boston nine 
months ago, and who has been fight- 
ing at its head under General Gart- 
| baldi in the Balkan peninsula. 

Captain Marinelli brings a tale of 
fierce and bloody fighting at close 
quarters in many battles that brought 
death to half the company of Ameri- | 
can volunteers and left scarcely one 
of them unscathed. 

The captain, a taH, swarthy man of 
powerful build, with huge, bristling/ 
arrived here with his 


in school here and went to the Bal- 
kans with her husband to serve as 2 
Red Cross nurse under Princess So- 
phia of Greece. 

Captain Marinelli, who speaks Ital- 
ian, Greek, French, Spanish and sey- 
eral other languages fluently, but 
cannot speak English, illustrated his 
account o€ the Balkan battles with 
many photographs.taken on the field 
of action, and also with deep ‘scars 
on his own face, hands and neck, 
where Turkish sabres and bullets had 
found him at—the head of his little 
company of “American liberators.” 

That company, when it set out un- 


sisted of 170 men, mostly Greeks who 
had been naturalized, with some Ital- 
ians and other Americanized natives 
of the south of Europe. When it 
reached the seat of war it numbered] 
164. No less than sixty-four of its 
men were slain in the battle of Biz- 
zeni alone, and fifty-six others were 
wounded in the course of the war. 
Captain Marinelli said that, of the 
2000 soldiers commanded by Garibaldi 
in the war, 590 were slain in the bat- 
tle of Drisco alone, many of them be- 
ing decapitated by Turkish sabres in 
hand to hand conflict at the trenches.

opened and it was 11.50 when it was 
closed. 

As soon as the vessel was clear 
from the bridge, the battery of tugs 
that had Jined up against Sheppards, 
ran their noses against the bow of the 
Rivadavia and pushed her around the 
right angle turn and headed her down 
the channel, 

As the vessel passed the wharfs her 
outline was plainly visible, and al- 
though a crowd of men were seen on 
her decks, their features could not be 
distinguished. Some of the crew, 
however, evidently recognized friends 
among the spectators who lined the 
windows high up on Sheppards build- 
ing for there was an exchange of 
banter. 

Bright lights eould be seen through 
the port holes on the vessel and men 
could be seen on the bridge, but of 
course could not be recognized. 

As the stern swung round the bend 
the searchlight on that end of _the 
vessel played her light on the crowds 
on the wharf and furnished them suf- 
ficient light to fick their way out of 
the darkness. 

By midnight the Rivadavia was well 
by the most dangerous point and was 
well along toward Houghs Neck. 

Then came the rush for the cars: 
Supt. Gammon, however, was on hand 
personally directing the movement of 
the extra cars which had been run 
down ,Wharf street, as well as the 
regular cars which came across ‘the 
bridge from East Weymouth and Nan- 
tasket. 

Taken as a whole it was a grand 
sight and one that none of the thous- 
ands who saw it would have missed, 
and if everybody had realized what it 
was to be, there would not have been 
room for them all. 

Not only were the shores along the 
Quincy and Weymouth sides black 
humanity, but Germantown 
point was also black with people, who 
could be readily seen when the search- 


light was thrown upon them. Also 
along the Houghs Neck shore there

The tonnage of the Rivadavia as she 
left her moorings at the wharf was 
26,200 and some idea of the job it was 
to get her through the draw and 
channel may be had when it is under- 
stood that she is 585 feet and her 
breadth is 98 feet, her normal draft 
27.6 the draft at the forecastle 25.6 ad- 
midships 22.8 and at the stern 17.1.

UNSIGHTLY STAINS. 


Just What to Do When One’s Clothes 
Mest With Accidents. 

Tea and coffee stains, unsightly as 
they seem, ure not difficult to manage 
if they are treated without delay. 
and also cocoa stains should be rub- 
bed aut in cold water first, and then 
boiling water should be poured slowly 
through the spot. Coffee stains may 
be treated with the boiling water tn 
the same way, but it should be poured 
throngh at once, omitting the rubbing 
in cold water. 

Stains of coffee or tea containing 
cream shonid be treated with pure 
glycerin. which can be used success- 
fully alike upon silk, wool or cotton 
fabrics. Rub it on the spot thorough- 
ly with a brush or a soft cloth, let 
it lie for a little while and then wash 
out witb lukewarm water, afterward 
fressing it with a warm fron. 

An excellent cleaning liquid. made 
with a pint of grain alcohol, a pint of 
ether or chloroform and a tablespoon- 
ful of household ammonia, is pretty 
sure to be eificacious in taking out the 
stains of black coffee of of strong clear 
tea. It is equally good for removing 
the traces of almost any kind of dirt 
and grime and grease. The mixture 
lenves no mark ff properly used and 
does not injure the fabric. It can be 
used with a brush or a soft cloth. 
Several folds of clean cloth should al- 
ways be kept underneath the spot that 
is being cleaned.

Two Simple Desserts, 

Banana Pudding.—Lady fingers or 
stale cake, two large bananas sliced, 
one-half cupful seeded raisins, two 
eggs, two tablespoonfuls cornstarch, 
one and a half pints of milk. 

Line deep baking dish with cake. 
Lay sliced bananas and raisins in bot- 
tom, Make custard of eggs, yolks only, 
milk and cornstarch. Pour hot cus- 
tard over bananas. Make meringue 
of egg whites, spread on top of pud- 
ding, and bake a few minutes until 
well flavored and brown. 

Date Cake.—One pound dates (cut, 

not chopped). one pound English wal- 
nuts, cut: one cupful granulated sug- 
ar, one cupful flour. three eggs. 
Beat eggs well, add sugar, and then 
the nuts and dates. Last the flour 
and spread one-half inch in shallow 
pan. Bake in slow open. Cut in small 
squares while hot. When cold lay in 
stone jar. This cake improves with 
keeping.

It is a fact, how- 
ever, that partly because of this and 
partly because of improvements in 
lamps and lamp material, one can buy 
now for 10 cents the same amount of | 
light which in 1885 cost $1.00. In 
1885 you paid $1.00 for 800 candle 
hours of light, while now the same 
$1.00 buys 8000 candle hours. Here 
itis interesting to note that in the 30 
years preceding 1911 the yearly manu- | 
facture and sale of electric lamps in- 
creased from about 30,000 in this! 
country to 160,000,000.

Did you ever wonder where the 
American flag got its nickname, Old 
Glory?

He 
was born at Salem, Mass., March 17, 
1808. When about to sail from that 
port in command of the brig Charles 
Doggett, in the year 1831, he was pre 
sented with a large American flag. As 
it was sent aloft and broke out to the 
air Captain Driver christened the beau- 
tiful emblem Old Glory, and this was 
the name he evermore used for it. 

His flag shared with the captain the 


on his retirement from the sea it wus 
taken by him to Nashville, Teun., where 
he finally made his home and where 
he died in 1886. Everybody wanted 
his flag at the time of the civil war, 
but Captain Driver quilted it with his 
own hands and made it into a com: | 
forter for his own bed. 

However, when the Federal troops 
took Nashville the stanch Union cap- 
tain carried it to the capitol at Wash- 
ington, and as it floated from the flag- 
staff—unquilted again and a real flag— 
he exclaimed, “Now that Old Glory '/! 
is up there, gentlemen, I am ready to 
die.”

Contest Progressive Nomination 
Boston, Aug. 5.—Governor Foss 
| made public last night an open letter 
to Charles S. Bird, Progressive ean- 
didate for governor, in which he 
urged the latter to enter the Repub- 
lican primaries against Everett C.

Old historic Quincy settled in 162% 
has much of interest’ to ‘visitors 
When Braintree was incorporated in 
1640, the territory now known as 
Quincy, was a part. In 1792 Quincy 
became an independent town, and in 
1888 was incorporated as a city. 

Quincy was named in honor of Col 
John Quincy, descendant in the third 
generation from Edmund, 2d, who set- 
tled in Quincy, in 1634; grand-father 
of Abigail (Smith) Adams, the wife 
and mother of a President of the Uni- 
ted States. 

The city includes Wollaston, Atlan- 
tic, Quincy Point, South Quincy, West 
Quincy, Montclair, Norfolk Downs, 
Wollaston Park, Squantum, Houghs 
Neck, Adams Shore, Germantown and 
Quincy Neck, comprising in all over 
16 square miles, of which 2,530 acres 
are in public parks. 


Birthplaces of Presidents. 


Birthplace of John Adams, the first 
Vice President and second President 
of the United States, Franklin street, 
Quincy Adams house built in 1681 and 
restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution.

TOO FAT FOR HEART TO WORK WITH 
PROPER EASE. 

thing wrong—that he 1s committing 
some fundamental error that is short- 
ening his life and rendering him less 
able to enjoy the time he does live. 
The purpose of thts article is to point 
out some of these mistakes and sug- 
gest a few remedies. 


Wrong Eating. 

Man Is. by nature a_ vegetarian. 
From this bealthy aud natural custom, 
however, he has departed and preys 
like a wild beast upon bis brother ani- 
mals. When we take the flesh of an- 
other animal into our bodies we must 
take in the uric acid, the toxic carbon 
dioxide and carbon monoxide poisons 
that reside in all flesh food. This adds 
greatly to the same poisons that are 
residual in our own bodies. Inability of 
the system tu throw off these pofsons 
causes disease and shortens life. 

Instead Of studying our diet as. we 
would our business and balancing our 
food as we would our cash. we eat at 
baphazard. Tt-is a system of guéss- 
work. ‘Fhe mst skillful mechanics 
iid the niost leiirned of our population 
zre culled’ epon fo construct our 
houses and machinery. to cut and 
make our clothes, but the most igno- 
rant of our population lay out our diet. 

The eity people ure fed ffom sub- 
cellars. The food is selected. prepared 
and combined by uneducated persons. 
who neither know nor care anything 
about the harmonious chemistry of the 
things they serve. The obe primary 
object is to appeal to the taste, which 
causes people to eat more than they 
should. . 

Food Should Suit Age. 

Bread =.*the great American staple 
of diet. and . *t cereal starceh—that is. 
everything made out of corn, wheat. 
rye, oats, barley or rice -is the most 


| 
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difficult of all foods to digest and con- 
vert into energy. Food should suit 


These cereal products are coniposel 
largely of starch. The principal pur- 
pose of starch is to make bone, curti- 
‘age und teeth, When a per on is 
grown, middle aged or old he needs 
but very little of these foods. und yet 
starch coinmposes probably 50 per cent 
of the human diet. Inability of the 
body, therefore, to cast out this grent 
excess of unused matter is the cause 
of a tremendous amount of disense. 
such as stomach and intestinal fer- 
mentation, intestinal gas, rhenmatisin, 
Bright's disease, sclérosis of the ar- 
teries and liver and conseqnent nervy: 
pusness and insomnin. A “book could 
be written upon the evil effects of 
cereal starch and the subject would 
not be exbausted. 

The overconsumption of acid fruits is 
another fundament:! error in nutrition. 
If we were living in the troples, where 
the pores of the skin were constantly 
open, the body could eliminate and vol- 
atilize n great deal of acid, bur in our 
northern climate such articles as grape 
fruit, lemons, limes, pineapple. apri- 
eots and all sour fruits should never 
be taken except in exceedingly hot 
weather. When taken ut other times 
the tendency is to ferment other foods, 
crystallize the starch atom which 
makes the blood crystal, which ‘in its 
turn makes rheumatisn, gout. lumbago, 


The overconsumption of sweets is an- 
other mistake in our diet. The carbo- 
bydrate (starch and sugar) element is 
prominent in nearly all of onr foods, 
and when we add to this pure concen- 
trated cane sugarin any quantity. espe- 
cially in the hundreds of combinations 
which compose the desserts on the wy- 
erage table, we arg burdening the di- 
gestion and assimilation of our food 
and especially the elimination of waste. 
The failure of the body to utilixe sweets 
and throw off the excess is u most pro 
lific source of disease. 

Overeating, 

Overeating is one of the greatest er- 
rors of civilized people. There is noth- 
ing more conducive to this habit than 
the average “good dinner.” composed 
of six to 2 dozen courses. We eat, all 
that we should of probably some good, 
plain food; then we change from one 
thing to another, uppealing to a differ: 
ent set of taste buds with each change, 
until we have laden the stomach with 
twice or perhaps three times as mucb 
food as the body needs 

If the stomach cunnot dispose of it 


indigestion. fermentatibn -'and — sour 
stomach result. This poisons every 


ounce of food that passes throngh the 
intestinal tract’ If the stomach can 


| dispose of it and it Is taken into the 


cells we become superfat, laden witb 
udipose tissne that we do not need and 
that possesses no item of strength te 
its own support, It is as much a bur 
den as carrying so much brick on out 
shoulders day in and day out. 

The surplus fat accumulates around 
the vital organs, limiting the capacity 
of the lungs to, purify the blood. It 
also accumulates uround the heart 
making the action of that much over 
worked orgin more and more difficult 
This ts why fat people have no endur 
ance and often fall down with vertigi 
and dizzinesa 

Endurance is mensured almost en 
tirely by the ability of the ngs tu oxi 
dize and purify the blood. 

Wrong Drinking. 

In addition to, man’s “civilized” er- 
rors in eating, he bas made nearly as 
many olstakes in ffs drinking habits. 
Pure water, desizned by vature as the 
great universal solvent, the helper, the

blood, is the last thing man seems. to 
Want to drink. Instead of this purify- 
ing, life giving beverage, be takes whis- 
ky. brandy, cordial, rum, gin, beer, 
Wine of a bundred kinds, fermented 
grape juice and the buudreds of soda 
fountain coneoctions, bubbling, spar 
Kling viebies, sharp tasting carbonat 
ed waters, anything und everything

baking poiwder, brand of 
shoes, style of furniture, 
cough drop, patent medicine, 
or what ot; if it were only 
as well known as daylight, 
would have a monopoly of 
trade that would defy all rt- 
vals. 

Such suecessful advertising 
of the works of man is not 
possible, but it can be fol- 
lowed at a distance. Suc- 
cessful manufacturers and 
merchants do follow it, and 
as a result the best advertised 
articles are the most widely 
sold, This is due to the fact 
that advertising makes the 
name of an article known, 
and it alse insures) {ts qual- 
ity.

Three of the Quincy built battle- 
ships were in the squandron of eleven 
great gray battleships, the most 
powerful fighting craft in the United 
|States ‘navy which steamed out of 
Paavencanaatt Bay in a long line Mon- 
‘day bent on the theoretical destruc- 
ion of the fortifications guarding Long 
Island Sound, thus opening the way to 
the ultimate occupation of New York 
city. 

The vanguard of the attacking 
squadron, 20 destroyers, five submar- 
ines and seven auxiliaries, including 
refrigerator, hospital and supply ships 
sailed Sunday. While the plans of 
the naval commanders have been kept

Newfoundland, practically in the spot 
where the disaster occurred. 

Captain Remnant of the British 
steamship Luciline, which arrived at 
Philadelphia from Bordeaux some time 
ago, reported sighting the derelict, and

more about the wreck. Lieutenant 
Commander Landenberger, United 
States hydrographer, stationed in Phil- 
adelphia, attaches much importance to 
the report. 

May be Titanic. 

Should the wreckage sighted by the 
Luciline prove to be part of the re 
mains of the Titanic the story of the 
memorable wreck would be rewritten. 
The fact that after more than a year 
the hulk stands vertically in the 
waves, protruding eight feet or more 
above the surface, would indicate that 
a submerged ledge of rock had pre 
vented the wreck from going to the 
actual bottom of the sea. If such a 
ledge exists—and evidences of one 
were reported as long ago as 1722— 
then it is regarded as possible that the 
foundering of the Titanic was caused 
by the hidden obstruction ripping open 
ber hull as much as by her collision 
with the iceberg. 

Should these theories .prove to be 
facts, Captain Smith, who was in 
command of the Titanic and perished 
when his vessel went down, might be 
absolved, It is said, of the charge of 
lack of vigilance and damage suits 
against the International Mercantile 
Marine based on the disaster would 
fall, admiralty lawyers say, for. the 
same reason.

30, 1621, guided by the Indian Tisquan- 
tum. 


Myles Standish Spring. 


On the beach to the left and back of 
Squantum Inn.

Squaw Rock. 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect 
head of a squaw, frequently mentioned 
in early Squantum history. Near by 
is also Sachem’s Knoll.

Wanting In Gunmen’s Cases 
New York, Ang. 8.—Charles B. 
Plitt, Jr., formerly known as a press 


rgent for Charles Becker and a police 
informer, will go before the grand 
jury soon to give testimony against 
three high police officials. 

These, according to Plitt, comprisé 
the “inner circle” and were the “big 
three” to whom his former chief, 
Lieutenant Becker, paid over a good 
part of the graft collected by him. 

District Attorney Whitman is satis- 
fied that Plitt fis telling the truth. 
Plitt himself.is accused of perjury as 
the result of statements he made on 
the stand when he was tried dnd ac- 
guitted of the murder of Wayerly 
Carter, a negro, who was shot in a 
raid by the “strong arm” squad of 
Becker. 

By the hardest kind of work, how- 
ever, Whitman and his assistants 
have found ‘three supporting wit- 
nesses. 

If the grand jury takes the same 
view of the case that the district at- 
torney does, indictments willbe re- 
turned against three men. It will be 
impossible to indict one without in- 
dicting all three. 

One of the three-is now at police 
Headquarters, where he occupies an 
important positfon. Another is now 
an inspector. The identity of the 
third man has never been euessed. 
He Was not included in the prélimin- 
ary statement made by Plitt. 

Plitt says they all took a share of 
the graft that was paid to Becker. 
He names times and places where the 
money was paid. Corroboration suf- 
ficient to warrant a grand jury in- 
quiry has been found. More is ex- 
pected. : 

The trend the case has taken was 
apparent when it was learned that 
Plitt’s baflehdd been reduced from 
$10,000 to.$2500. The bail was re- 
duced by Judge Rosalsky. The $2500 
bail was furnished by the Illinois 
Surety company. 

By many the acquittal of Plitt in 
the Carter murder case was held to 
be in a measure responsible for the 
ats of Herman Rosénthal, the} 
gambler, at the behest of Becker. 

Two detectives who had ‘worked 
tnder Becker were assigned to the! 
case. They reported to the district 
attorney that it was impossible to 
fix the crime upon any one. Finally 
the negroes of Harlem took the mat- 
ter up, and on the same day that 
Magistrate Appleton discharged Plitt 
in the police court, upon police testi- 
mony, an indictment for murder was 
found against him upon téstimony 
which the district attorney’s homicide 
bureau had gathered Without the aid 
of the police. 

Plitt was rearrested and put on 
triat for his life. Members of Beck- 
er’s squad testified in his defense. It 
was evident that the police were on 
his.side. He.was acquitted. 

The impression got abroad that 
Becker had been able to shield Plitt. 
That addéd to Becker's prestige 
among a certain type of gangmen and 
gunmen, and when the proposition 
was made to “Bald Jack” Rose to put 
Rosenthal out of the way, and he in

Whether it was the effort of Beck- 
not, he did not offer to help Rose or 
his thugs when they were caught; and 
consequently they turned on Becker.

Now Plitt finds himself again in the 
toils, and no one has offered to come 
to hiS assistance. Plitt, like the oth- 
er tools of Beckér who saw themsélves 
facing punishment, has turned not 
only against Becker, whom he cannot 
harm, but also against the others.

There fs én the market a very useful 
little rack for Driishés tobe used In 
dish washing: It contains a round brush 
for“washing*glasses and cups, a heavy 
prishfor ‘sertbbing® pots and pans, a 
brush. for ‘plates and platters and a 
little round brush to reach the bottom 
of pitchers, vases and other narrow 
mouthed dishes. This little rack, with 
a printed legend above each brush stat- 
ing its use. is made of enameled tin 
and can be hung conveniently over the 
sink. It costs, stocked with brushes, 
Wss than $1.50. 

Brushes of all sorts can be best clean- 
ed with ammonia or borax. If am- 
monia is used De careful not to get the 
handle of the brush in the water any 
more than is necessary. 1s the ammo- 
nia removes and whitens varnish and 
paint. . Use a tablespoonful to a pail of 
soapy water. If borax is used add it 
to the hot soapsuds in about the same 
proportion. :

STIGKS TO MEDIATION SCHEME 


President Entirely Within His Rights 
In Sending Lind as Adviser of Em- 


bassy—Mexico Regards Character 


of Investigations Recently Carried 
on ag Extremely Offensive 


Washington, Aug. 9.—The ad- 
ministration has decided to ignore en- 
lirely the hostile note sent by Presi- 
flent Huerta to the American goyern- 
ment, and Special invoy Lind is di- 
rected to proceed to Mexico Cits 
without delay, unless he be held by 
armed force. 

“The president declines “to be 
bluffed,” “stated a prominent govern- 
ment official. 

The note sent by Huerta to Char 
O’Shaughnessy has been studied care 
fully by the president, and he deter 
mined to proceed regardiess of its 
contents. Rumers of an onti-Amori- 
can uprising have had little effect a! 
the White House. 

The president does not intend te 
abandon without a struggle his media- 
tion scheme, which wes conceived by) 
him in a spirit of good will toward the 
people of Mexico. 

Secretary of State Bryan issued the 
following statement relative to Lind 
and his mission: 

“The statement of the Mexican for- 
eign office was based on misrepresenta- 
tion, for which this government is not 
responsible. In sending Governor 
Lind as an adviser of the embassy, 
the president is entirely within his 
rights, and this department will not 
assume that his going will be regard- 
ed as unfriendly when the character 
of his mission is understood.” 

It is believed here that Genera! 
Huerta will abandon his announced 
plan of treating Lind as a .disturber 
and interloper and of driving him out 
of the country. 

An official statement given out by 
the Mexican embassy said the Mexi- 
can government resented the presence 
in Mexico of special envoys of the 
American government, and the Mexi- 
can government had taken the oppor- 
tunity presented in the coming of Lind 
to exercise this resentment. 

Mexico regards the character of the 
investigations carried on by William 
B. Hale, R. F. Del Valle and others 
as extremely offensive, and believes 
the unfriendly information that they 
sent to Washington is responsible for 
the present attitude of the American 
sovernment. 

Former Bovernor Lind is due to 
reach Mexico City in time for a con- 
ference with Huerta this afternoon. 
't is believed here that the Mexican 
president will be forced to confer with 
President Wilson's representative, if 
only to discover the nature of the 
communication, which it hasbeen ad- 
mitted Lind carries with him. 

Should Huerta then deem it best 
to expel Lind, the United States may 
be forced to take drastic measures.

ARTICLES OF 
AMENDMENT 


Submitted to Voters at 
State Election 


At the State election this year the 
following articles of amendment of 
the constitution will be submitted to 
the people for their ratification and 
adoption :— 

Article four of the articles of 
amendment of the constitution of the 
commonwealth is hereby amended by 
adding thereto the following words: 
Women shall be eligible to appoint- 
ment as notaries public. 

Full power and authority are hereby 
given and granted to the General 
Court to refer to the people for their 
rejection or approval at the polls any 
act to resolve to the General Court or 
any part or parts thereof. Such refer- 
ence shall be by a majority yea and 
nay vote of all members of each house 
present and voting. Any act, resolve, 
or part thereof so referred shall be 
voted on at the regular State election 
next ensuing after such reference, 
shall become law if approved by a 
majortiy of the voters voting thereon, 
and shall take effect at the expiration 
of 30 days after the election at which 
it was approved or at such time after 
the expiration of the said 30 days as 
may be fixed in such act, resolve or 
part thereof.

Hoped She Will Testify Before 
Senate Committes,

FIRST HAND INFORMATION. 


Relict of Slain Mexican President 
Could Give Many Facts to Adminis- 
tration Which Would Aid It in Deal- 
ing With Present Situation—Woman 
of Great Moral Strength. 


As a possible means of aiding the 
administration in dealing with the 
Mexican situation, Mrs. Madero, widow 
of the slain president of the warring 
republic, may testify before the senate 
committee on foreign relations at 
Washington. 

Friends of the Maderos hope that 
Mrs. Madero will appear before the 
committee. ‘They say she has a great 
amount of first hand information con- 


Se 


ing up to the resignation of Madero. 
These friends say she will make an ex- 
cellent witness, that she speaks Eng- 
lish fluently and is dramatic. 

She is beloved by all of the little 
band of revolutionists in the United 
States, They regard her as an ex- 
traordinary woman. One enthusiast 
said recently that the physical and 
moral strength of Mrs. Madero is won- 
derful. During the turbulent scenes 
in the City of Mexico on Feb. 18 Mrs. 
Madero never once lost her poise nor 
a full comprehension of her position, 
her admirers say. 

Huerta Clouds Situation. 

Washington officials read with inter- 
est the recent declaration of Aureliano 
Urrutia, the Mexican minister of the 
\interior, that President Huerta would 
not resign and, moreover, would brook 
| no interference on the part of foreign- 
ers in his administration. 

While no plan that the American 
government has had under serious con- 
sideration involved any direct interfer- 
ence in Mexican affairs, the admitted 
attitude of the administration is one of 
unalterable opposition to the recogni- 
tion of the Huerta regime.

On this account it had 
been believed in Washington that

The announcement that he has de-

|red the Constitutionalists to further 
| activity to obtain the repeal of the 
}embargo on arms. They claim that if 
| they do not get arms the revolution 
will be a protracted struggle. With 
'munitions of war they say they can 
quickly bring matters to a crisis. 


Mediation Not Abandoned. 

Despite these conditions, the admin- 
istration has not altogether abandoned 
the hope that mediation may prevail. 

It is believed that, in view of the 
| depleted condition’ of the Mexican 
treasury and the long and hard cam- 
paign which is bound to result if the 
present status is maintained. Huerta 
may be influenced to suspend hostili- 
ties and hald an election. Carranza, 
it is thought, could be induced to sus- 
pend fighting if Huerta would elimi- 
nate himself from the elections and 
abide by the vote. Carranza will not 
agree to anything which includes the 
participation of Huerta. He has said 
so directly and through his junta in 
Washington. Members of the latter 
have declared that, while they did 
not believe there would be any media- 
tion, Carranza would agree to any- 
thing reasonable. These members add- 
ed that Carranza does not seek the 
presidency; that all he desires is the 
punishment of Huerta for his treach- 
ery to Madero.

Newton, Mass., Aug. 12.—Antonio 
Bolselli, 49, of 5 Quirk street, is dead 
and two fellow workmen, Frank Ze- 
zan, 26, and James Cafarello, 34, lie 
seriously injured at the Newton hos- 
pital, as the result of a terrific ex- 
plosion of a quantity of fusee at the 
chemical plant of the Vulcan Manu- 
facturing company, Newtonville. 

The men were at work tamping the 
fusee into a huge papier mache car- 
rier, when from some unknown cause 
the explosion occurred. A tongue of 
red flame leaped into the air, and then 
| the fusee exploded with a thunderous 
‘roar, hurling the men into the air 
and wrecking the small room in which 
they were working. 

Ten other workmen in the building 
after quickly recovering from the 
shock of the explosion, rushed into 
the wrecked room, where they found 
jthe ‘three men lying on the floor, 
mangled and burned.  Bolselli’s left 
arm was blown completely off.

WALKER CURRENCY PLAN 
SUBMITTED TO WILSON. 


Well Known Editor Offers Substitute 
For Complex Currency Systems. 


John srisben Walker, formerly 
chairman of the Colorado state mone- 
tary commission and whose reputation 
as editor and publisher is nation wide 
in character, has submitted a plan deal- 
iug with the currency problem to Pres- 
ident Wilson which is far-simpler than 
any of the many hitherto offered to the 
administration for consideration. In a 
letter to the president, under date of 
July 26, 1913, now made public for the 
first time, Mr. Walker points out that 
the plan was previously presented as 
u substitute for the Aldrich bill fn 
1911. He adds that it would be “cer- 
tain in its operation, quick of uction, 
infallible and requiring no _ political 
pull.” 

Here is the plan as embodied in Mr. 
Walker's letter to President Wilson: 

“First.—Subject all commercial pa- 
per accepted by the banks to a double 
inspection, first by the government and 
then by the clearing house, and stamp 
‘O. K.’ if so found. 

“Second.—Permit any banker who 
finds danger of unexpected withdraw- 
als to go to the nearest subtreasury— 
subtrensuries to be established at con- 
venient points throughout the country 
—and upon presentation of his inspect- 
ed and stamped commercial paper ob- 
tain from the government currency 
amounting to 50 per cent of the face 
value of the paper so presented 

“The banker’s visit need not be 
known to the public, his right to the 
eurrency could not be questioned, there 
would be no political influence re- 
quired, and the government's security 
would be absolute. A hich rate of tn- 
terest would prevent undue inflation. 

“If this plan appeals to you I will be 
gind to send a report prepared upon 
the subject while acting as chairman 
of the Colorado state monetary com- 
But if it seems to you ob- 
scure or unworkable T will feel obliged 
if you will so state in your answer, 
that I may be able to lay stress upon 
any points which may seem weixk or 
doubtful.” 


WOMAN 1S GAME WARDEN. 


Mrs. Gibboney of Alabama Not Afraid 
to Arrest Lawbreakers. 
*. Gibboney of Aloha, 


Mrs. Norma F. 
Ala., is the only woman game warden 
in the United States. Living near Mo 
bile bay, she has always been fond of 
outdoor life and is expert in the use 
of the rifle and shotgun. Her friends 
were not surprised when Governor 
O'Neal appointed her a state game 
warden, which gives her authority to 
make arrests. Speaking of her new 
place, she snid: 

“While I am not fond of publicity 
about most of my affairs, I am not 
averse to baving it known that I am 
deeply in earnest about protecting the 
birds. I have been shocked to. find 
how rapidly the birds are disappear- 
ing right here in my own neighbor- 
hood. 

“I wanted to do something to stop 
the wanton slaughter, and if possible, 
give them sn opportunity to come 
back to their old haunts. An ardent 
sportsman, a friend of mine. suggest- 
ed that I could do this most effective- 
ly by being appointed u game warden. 

“Having ample leisure and a good 
saddle horse, I decided that 1 would 
do what 1 could if appointed to stop 
the pothunters and the game hogs 
from s!nughtering our birds. I bave 
made two arrests already and am 
ready to make more if it is necessary.”

KNOTS PER HOUR, 


Nine persons out of every ten will 
say that such-and-such a steamship is 
capabie of steaming at “25 knots per 
hour.” A nautical man would simply 
say “25 knots.” 

The mistake arises from the fact 
that the landsman thinks that a 
“knot” is just the nautical term for a 
“sea mile,” which is, roughly, 6080) 
feet, or about one and one-eighth land 
or statute miles. 

Now, a knot is not a distance at all. 
It is a speed. The word “speed” com-; 
bines distance and time. For in- 
stance, if we wish to speak of the 
speed of a train we refer to it as so 
many miles per hour. 

The sailor, has a language peculiar 
to himself, and he has invented a sin- 
gle word for a unit of speed. Thus a 
speed of one nautical mile ‘per hour is 
called one “knot.” Hence it is redun- 
dant to tack on another “per hour” af- 
ter the word knot when the word al- 
ready includes -one “per hour.” 

Perhaps some will ask how the 
word “Knot” originated. The explan- 
ation is simple. 

When a seaman wishes to ascertain} 
the speed of his ship he does so by 
means of a log-line. This consists of 
a piece of wood called the “log” or 
“log-ship,” to which is attached a 
length of line. 

The line is knotted at regular inter- 
vals; the distance between two con-! 
secutive knots bearing the same pro- 
portion to a sea-mile that the time of 
a sand-glass used in connection with 
the operation bears to an hour. | 

Thus, for instance, if after the log is 
thrown overboard the line paying 
freely out lets out 15 of its knots in 
the time that the sand-glass takes to 
run down, then the ship is making 15- 
knots.—Straw Stories,

“Reg- 
ulus” was written three years later 
for a fellow student to speak in a prize 
competition. 

What college youth of these days 
could write such forceful orations? 
These have never been surpassed, and 
In some schools It has become neces- 
sary to bar them from the list at prize 
speaking competitions, so invariably 
do they carry off the prizes. 

Of all the work of Elijah Kellogg 
these alone remain known. Yet he 
wrote thirty wholesome books for boys, 
some of them tales of the woods and 
some of school, and was for yeurs 
an eloquent pastor at the Seaman’s 
church In Boston.

It was brought out in court that af- 
tr Hitchcock got possession of $103 be- 
longing to John Finlay a room mate 
that he made things fly, and that he 
was evidently trying to see how quick 
he could spend the money.

Aim of Statute. 


In carrying out the statutory re- 
quirement of “due regard to the zones 
of temperature, breeding habits, times 
and line of migratory flight,” the fol- 
lowing are some of the more important 
principles on which the regulations 
were based, according to the comuit- 
tee: 

To limit the list of migratory game 
| birds to species properly so called and 
to eliminate species too small to be 
considered legitimate game or too rare | 
to be longer hunted-for sport or profit. 
This list has’ been made to conform as 
closely as possible with the statutory 
definitions of game. 

To prevent spring shooting. 

To protect migratory birds between 
sunset and sunrise. 

To provide protected flight lines 
along at least three of the great navi- 
gable rivers. 

To make the seasons approximately 
equal fn length in different parts of 
the country. 

To limit the hunting seasons *to a 
maximum of three or three and one- 
half months. wi 

To reguikte’these seasons according 
to latitude and times of migration and 
to adjust them so that there may be 
reasonable opportunity of securing 


a ‘given place. 

To provide separate seasons for wa- 
terfowl, raif. shore birds and wood- 
cock. The woodcock seasons are made 
to conform as nearly.as possible with 
the seitsops for upland game under 
state laws, so that there muy be no 
opportunity in close seasons to hunt 
quail or grouse under the guise of 
shooting woodcock. 

To curtail hunting at the end instead 
of the beginning of the open season, 
in’ the interest of both the birds and 
the sportsmen. 


Effect of Regulations. 


The probable effect of these regula- 
tions may be briefly stated as follows: 

(1) Uniformity in protection of mi- 
gratory and insectivorous birds in the 
several states. 

(2) Protection of birds in spring 
while en route to their nesting grounds 
and while mating. 

(3) Uniformity in protection of mi- 
gratory birds at night. 

(4) Establishment of pratected mi- 
gration routes along three great rivers 
in the central United States. 

(5) Complete protection for five years 
RoE the smaller shore birds and other 

species which have become greatly re- 

duced in numbers. 

(6) Reduction of the open season on 
| migratory game birds, but in most 
rases not more thay 25 to 50 per cent. 

(7) No change in existing conditions 
before Oct. 1, 1913, 

Although the law names the more 
important game birds, a regulation de- 
fining groups is necessary to show defi 
nitely the kinds of birds included un- 
der the terms “all other migratory 
game and insectivorous birds.’ In 
framing these definitions the statutory 
definitions of the various state laws 
have been followed as closely as. possi 
ble. in su far as they relate to migra 
tory species: the birds have been ar- 
ranged in natural groups and the com 
mon names adopted by the American 
ornithologists’ anion have been follow 
ed when the birds have more than one 
common pame, since it is obviously 
impracticable to include all the locai

Gives Greater Protection. 

A closed season for several years is! 
provided in an effort to harmonize the| 
absolute protection already given some 
birds in certain states, the demand for 
five year closed seasons for shore birds 
and the necessity for greater protec- 
| tion for other birds which have been 
| hunted beyond the margin of safety. 
The protection accorded woodcock and 
rail is already existing law: 
swans has been made uniform through- 
out all the states and that of wood- 
cock extended from a few states in 
the northeast to most of the states jn 
zone No. 1, east of the Mississippi riv- 
er. The only important additions are 
the additional protection given band- 
tailed pigeons in-a few states and the 
closed season placed on avocets, cranes, 
curlew, godwits, killdeer, stilts, upland | 
ployer, willet and the smaller shore 
birds. 

The suspension for hunting on the} 
Ohio, Mississippi and Missouri rivers 
allows waterfowl a safe highway from 
their winter feeding grounds in the 
lower Mississippi valley to their nest- 
ing grounds in Minnesota and the Da- 


which is easily defined and can be gen- 
erally recognized. 
Only Two Zones. 

More than fifty separate seasons for 
migratory birds were provided under 
statutes in force in 1912. This wulti- 
plicity of regulations or zones to suit | 


special localities has apparently had | 


anything but a beneficial effect on the 
nubundance of game. The effort to pro- 
vide special seasons for each kind of 
game in each locality merely makes a 
chain of open seasons for migratory 
birds and allows the continued destruc- 
tion of such birds from the beginning 
| of the first season to the close of the 
last. It is believed that better results 
will follow, the adoption of the fewest 
possible number of zones and so regu- 
lating the seasons in each as to include 
the time when such species is in the 
best condition or at the maximum of 
nbundance during the autumn. | 

For this reason the country has been 
divided Into two zones as nearly equal 
as possible. one to include the states 
in which migratory game birds breed 
or would breed if given reasonable pro- 
tection. the other the states in which 
comparatively few species breed, but 
in which many winter. Within these 
zones the seasons are fixed for the | 
principal natural groups—waterfowls, | 
rail, shore birds and woodcock. In no 
case does the zone boundary cross a 
state line, and except in very rare 
cases the seasons are uniform through- | 
out the states. Deviation from Hea | 


rule leads ultimately to the recognitior 
of a multiplicity of local seasons, 
which had done so much to retard game 
protection. p 

Seasons In Zone. 

Apparently few changes have been 
made in existing hunting seasons in 
zone No. 1 except in the elimination of | 
spring shooting, and about half of the 
states in this zone now close the sea- 
son on water fowl by the middle of | 
December or the first of January. In 
most states in this zone the hunting 
season begins on some date in Septem- 
ber, and these dates have generally 
been followed in the regulations. In 
two or three cases in which states 
have several different seasons for dif- 
ferent counties it has been necessary 
to effect a compromise either by adopt- 
ing one season or the dates which most 
nearly conform with the seasons in 
ndjoining states. A slight change in a 
few of the state laws-would make it 
possible to eliminate most of the ex- 
ceptions amd apparent inequalities in 
the seasons. 

In most cases the close seasons in 
zone No. 2 end on the same dates as 
the sensons under the state laws. but 
eliminate spring shooting after Jan 
15. This avoids confusion in the open- 
ing of the hunting season and pro- 
vides shooting in the autumn or early 
winter, when the birds are in the best 
condition. In four states—Maryland. 
Virginia, North Carolina and South 
Carolina—the seasons for water fowl 
do not owen until Nov. 1, and the sea- 
son is consequently extended to Feb. 1 
The difference of fifteen days in the 
length of the season in these states 2s 
compared with the seasons elsewhere 
is more than offset by the fact that the 
birds are present practically through- 
out the open season, whereas in the 
northern zone and in some states in 
the southern zone they are present 
only part of the time. 


Provides For Hearings, 

The object of hearings is to afford 
persons interested an opportunity ‘to 
present evidence showing the neces- 
sity for readjustment of some of the 
seasons so as to adapt them better to 
local conditions and to submit new 
data regarding local abundance of 
birds and times of migration. The de- 
partment already has ample informa- 
tion regarding the seasons provided 
under existing laws and the, changes 
which have been made from time to 
time. The desire to have the hunting 
seasons as long as possible is natural, 
but as such seasons have heretofore 
been tov long the question is merely 
one of adjustment within certain max- 
imum limits. 

Consequently, if the birds are to be 
restored, some curtailment of the sea- 
son in each state is essential. In such 
ay, effort general welfare should take 
precedence over private interests.

| WILSON'S NOTE NEARLY READY, 


President Will SOon Declare Attitude 
Of United States Toward Mexican 
Republic—Mystery Over Report That 
Felix Diaz Is Not Aceptable as Am- 
bassador to Japanese Government 


Washington, Aug. 13.—Definite 
progress is being made in Mexico City) 
in the furtherance of the administra- 
tion plan to secure peace in Mexico. 
That much was admitted at the state 
department. How far Envoy Lind has! 
progressed in only known to him- 
self, President Wilson and Secretary 
of State Bryan. Lind is in communi- 
cation with Washington by code and; 
is keeping his superiors 
But until something material has bees, 
accomplished the public will not be 
advised. 

Charge O’Shaughnessy cabled the 
State departmegt that the situation 
in Mexico City was peaceful and 
quiet. His message was gratifying to 
administration officials. 

The presentation of a note repre- 
senting the views of President Wil- 
scn is expeted soon, but the various 
steps in the American governmert’s 
program will be carried out gradu- 
ally. The first note will be trans- 
mitted in duplicate to all foreign gov- 
ernments represented here and will 
declare for the first time in forma! 
terms the attitude of the administra- 
tion toward Mexico. 

Officials who are hoping the Euro- 
pean countries will lend their moral | 
support to the efforts to adjust the| 
Mexican situation peacefully were 
favorably impressed with the state- 
ment of the British government that 
the recognition of Huerta had been 
only “a recognition of a provisional! 
président, pending an election,” and; 
was done on the theory that it was! 
“likely to assist in the restoration ot! 
order.” 

The tension in Mexico is reported as| 
greatly lessened. There is now no, 
longer fear that Lind is in danger. 
The friendly attitude assumed by 
Frederico Gamboa, new minister of 
foreign relations, has helped very 
much. He is scheduled to receive a 
visit from O'Shaughnessy in the im- 
mediate future. The latter planned 
to acquaint him with some of the} 
views of Envoy Lind, and the attempt 
was to be made to pave the way for 
the adoption of the administration’s 
plan to bring about peace. 

There will be no attempt at present; 
to make any demand or even sug- 
gestion to the de facto government. 
Such a move might 
crisis. 

There was much mystery here over 
the report that General Felix Diaz,/| 
accredited by Huerta as the new Mex-} 
ican ambassador to Japan, would not 
be received in Tokio. The reason as- 
signed, that the mikado is spendine 
the summer away from the capital, is 
accepted as a diplomatic suggestion 
that Diaz is not wanted. As a matte: 
of fact, the Japanese foreign office 
outdid itself in its welcome to George 
W. Guthrie, the new American am- 
bassador. He was received in the 
capital with almost regal honors, be- 
ing escorted from his hotel to the 
palace by a regiment of seasoned 
Japanese troops. 

It was thought here that this is 
Japan’s way of expressing its disap- 
proval of the attempt on the part ot 
the Huerta government to use Japan 
as a club to force recognition from 
this government. The demonstrations 
in Mexico City on the recent arrival 
there of the new Japanese ambassa- 
dor, which were fostered by the 
Huerta followers, and were only pre- 
vented from being turned into anti- 
American demonstration by the de- 
cided protest of the Japanese em- 
bassy, were admittedly obnoxious tc 
Japan. And the open suggestion 
made in Mexico City during the las! 
few days that General Diaz had been 
commissioned to negotiate a _ secret 
treaty with Japan of an offensive and 
defensive nature has also angeted 
Japan.

Woman 
is forced to stand so much by her-| 
self and for herself that the “family” 
designation has no reference in a 
really amazingly large number of 
cases to any man in the house at all. 
In a block of families picked quite at} 
random, for instance, a full third con- 
sist of women only. The present suf-} 
frage system takes no concern for} 
family representation, and——though 
the suggestion in that direction must | 
rank as a whimsicality—there would 
be no justice in any such attempt at 
partial family representation. 

Unfortunately, no attempt at even} 
complete family representation at the 
polls would satisfy the tendency to} 
essentially individualistic political | 
preferences on the part of people. On 
some points involved in the suffrage 
the question of the family good might} 
prevail; but on some others, a vote to 
represent the family would be as im- 
possible as attempting to guarantee a/| 
family taste or preference in matters!

IN CANOE 


Unique Trip of Two 
Quincy Boys 


Took Thirty-Six 
Hours 


_—— 


The longest canoe trip ever taken 
by Quincy boys was finished at the 
Town River Yacht club last week 
when Edward Stewart of the Adams 
building and Harry Kemp of 32 New- 
comb street hauled their White Guide 
from the river after paddling 75 miles 
in 36 hours. But two stops were 
made, once for rain and once for a 
seven hour sleep. 

The trip took them through Milton, 
Hyde Park, Readville, West Roxbury, 
Dedham, Needham, Wellesley, Weston, 
Waltham, Watertown, Cambridge and 
Boston harbor, The inland waters 
followed were Town river, Neponset 
river, Stony Brook and Charles river. 

The trip was taken for pleasure 
only and with no intention of estab- 
lishing a record, and both declare they 
gained valuable experience. A camp- 
ing outfit weighing about 90 pounds 
was taken along and added to the 75 
pound, 17 foot canoe it made a heavy 
load to carry from one stream to an- 
other. 

The outfit was carried at Adams 
shore Squantum, Milton station, Choc- 
olate “fill dam, Mattapan bridge, 
Mattapan naper mills, and other pla- 
ces along the line. At the cotton mill 
dam at Readvi''e they met with stern 
objection on the prt of a man who 
threatened to enforce a “No Trespass” 
sign with a shot gun. A parley gained 
them the privilege of p2ssing. 

The boys camped on the Stony 
brook reservation and awakened with 
the birds to continue their journey. 
They reached Charles river and Wal- 
tham without accident and commenced 
the return trip. The officer at the 
sluiceway opened the gates and al- 
lowed them to take the short way to 
the navy yard and from there until 
j they reached Quincy Bay they had 
their fill of tough experiences. 

Passing ferries and other boats dis- 
turbed the harbor waters to such an 
extent that it was one continual pitch

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PUBLIC LIBRARY NOTES, 


A new and interesting set of pic- 
tures is now on exhibition in the art 
gallery of the Thomas Crane Public 
Library. The set is entitled “Days 
near Rome,” 

The first mount is a good map of 
Rome and vicinity. Then the collec- 
tion starts with Subiaco and includes 
Farfa, Mount Soracte, Vignanello, 
Nepi, Caprarola, Veterbo and Bag- 
ai, showing the most interesting 
spots of each place. 

Perhaps the most interesting and 
surely the most beautiful are the last 
sixteen pictures, which are of the 
Villa Lante in Bagnaia, the old resi- 
dence of the Lante family. The villa 
is well preserved and is one of the 
most charming examples of Italian 
Renaissance landscape architecture. 
It was built in 1477 and remodelled 
about 1550. The gardens are excep- 
tionally beautiful, as these views 
show, forming four terraces, the 
dwellings on the second, with a fine 
sculptured fountain in the center. 
The upper levels are occupied by 
trees, cascades, summer houses or 
loggias, and gardens. It would truly 
be worth any one’s time to go to the 
Library to see just these last sixteen 
of the sixty pictures presented.

“Within ninety days after the pass- 
age of this act the City Council or 
other governing body of every city, ex- 
cept Boston, shall give a public hear- 
ing in regard to establishing a _ tax 
limit for that city. 


“The time and place of holding such 
hearing shall be duly advertised, and, 
after the hearing, any city, except Bos- 
ton, may provide by ordinance that 
the taxes assessed on property there- 
in, exclusive of the state tax and 
other amounts assessed upon the city 
by the commonwealth, the county tax 
and sums required by law to be raised 
on account of the city debt, shall not 
in any year succeeding the adoption of 
such ordinance exceed an amount spe- 
cified in the ordinance on every one 
thousand dollars of the average of the 

taxable 
preceding 


assessors’ valuation of the 
property therein for the 

three years, such valuation being first 
reduced by the amount of all abate- 
ments allowed thereon previous to the 
thirty-first day of December in the 


year preceding said assessment: 


“And the tax limit so established by 
ordinance shall have the force of law 
until it is annulled or modified by the 
action of the City Council or other 
governing body of.the city. After 
such ordinance has been established” 
it shall not be annulled or modified 
within one year thereafter, and then 
only after a public hearing, duly ad- 
vertised,.and by a two-thirds vote of 
the City Council or other governing 
body of the city."—Approved May 238,

‘Would Clear Way Way For Anti 
Trust Legislation 


INSISTS OW CURRENCY ACTION 


Wilson Does Not Want Legislative 
Agreements Between Democrats and 
Republicans In Congress—Thinks 
Early Action On Tariff Necessary 
| Regardless of Vacations 


Washington, Aug. 15.—President 
Wilson informed Democratic senator? 
that he is unalterably opposed to any 
‘recess of the senate between the time 
the tariff bill is passed and currency 
is- taken up. He made it plain to 
; them that he believes it the duty of 
the Democratic party to dispose of 
the tariff and currency during the 
present session of congress so that 
‘the December session may promptly 
take up anti-trust and othér impor- 
tant legislation cartying out platform 
| pledges. The president communicated 
| his views through Secretary Tumulty, 
; who got in touch with most of the 
Democratic senators and came to the 
, conclusion that a substantial majority 
| Was in favor of immediate legislation 
and no recess. Incidentally the presi- 
dent took a strong position on the 
question of legislative agreements be- 
| tween Democrats and Republicans in 
| congress. He believes that the Demo- 
‘erats, as the dominant party, should 
| proceed with determination and not 
trade with the minority. The fact 
that Republican senators had inform- 
ally agreed to speed up consideration 
of the tariff bill if a recess were 4s- 
sured after its passage, prompted the 
president to urge that business 
throughout the country 
{early action on the tariff regardless 
, of whether any vacation or recess was 
| promised in return. 

An aitempt by Senator Simmons, 

leader of the Democratic tariff forces, 
to arrange for a vote on the tariff 
bill in the senate Aug. 25, was blocked 
by Senator Gallinger, Republican

Democrats refused to say whether 
they would insist upon taking up the 
currency bill after tariff was com- 
pleted and Republicans refused to 
say whether they would filibuster) 
against the tariff until assured that 
the currency bill would not be 
pressed. Senators Simmons and 
James tried to get Senator Gallinger 
to tell the Republican plans, but he 
refused.

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MORE OPIUM FLUND 


Third Successful. Raid In Providence 
In Few Moenths 
Providence, Aug. 15.—More than 
$7000 worth of opium, mannfactured 
and in the process of mgking, was 
seized by federal authcrities gere in 
one of the most successful raids ever 

/conducted in this state. 

The place raided is located at 278 
Fountain street, a stone’s throw from 
the central police station and .had 
evidently been in operation for a long 
time. William Lee, a Chinaman, 
was found in the house and was ar- 
rested as proprietor. He was at once 
arraigned before United States Cam- 
missioner Cross 2nd held in $2500 for 
a hearing next Tuesday. 

The raid was conducted by Inspec- 
tors William J. Sleeper and Owen J.

Florida Case Dropped. 


On Noy. 6, 1868, the Florida house of 
representatives impeached Governor 
Harrison Reed on charges of falsehood 
and lying in official matters, of incom- 
petency, of unlawfully declaring va- 
cant many seats in the legislature, of 
embezzlement from the state trensury 
and of corruption and bribery in his 
appointments. 

This formidable series of charges 
was presented for trial to eight sena- 
tors, 
}that eight was a majority. The in- 
| peachment had automatically suspend- 
ed Reed from office until the conclu- 
| sion of the trial. Lieutenant Governor 
| William H. Gleason issued a proclama- 
| tion announcing that he had taken pos- 
session of the office of governor, and 
| the assembly adjourned to the first of 
the following January. When the sen- 
; ate refused to take the same adjourn- 
ment Gleason adjourned it himself to 
the same day. 
| Governor Reed meanwhile refused to 
| eurrender his office and asked the state 
supreme court to pass on the legality 
| of the proceedings. The court upheld 
| Reed’s position and removed the lieu- 


j}tenant guvernor from office on the

| States supreme court then upset the 
|} removal of Gleason as lieutenant gov- 
'ernor, and with the incoming of the

One of the most interesting impeach- 
|ment cases historically was that of 
| Governor William W. 
| Carolina in December, 1870. The Ku- 
}klux Klan had committed a number 
}of whippings aud murders in Alamanee 
and Caswell counties, and the local 
authorities had taken no action. Gov- 
|} ernor Holden, under act of the legisla- 
| ture, declared the two counties to be 
in a state of insurrection and sent mi- 
| litia to enforce order. The officer in 
command, Colonel George W. Kirk, ar- 
!rested and imprisoned many civilians 
‘und refused to obey writs of habeas 
corpus obtained from the chief justice 
of the state on behalf of some of these 
| military prisovers.

Habeas Corpus Suspended. 
Chief Justice Pearson held that the 
| writ of babes corpus could be sus- 
pended only by the legislature, which 
| had not authorized the suspension, but 
at the same time in an opinion dwelt 
upon the seriousness of the situation 
und the inevitability of more civil war 
if the writ were to be enforced by the 
| county authorities against the state au- 
thorities and directed that the writ be 
sent to the governor. “If the governor 
does not bonor it,”’ he said, “I have dis- 
charged my duty; the power of the ju- 
diciary is exhausted, and the responsi- 
bility must rest on the executive.” 

Governor Holden replied to the chief 
| justice, giving his reasons for his ac- 
tion and maintaining his position. 

The opponents of the governor there- 
| npon obtained an injunction restrain- 

ing the state treasurer and the pay- 

master from paying out money for the 

| prosecution of military operations in 
the two counties. Governor Holden ret 
moved the paymaster upon whom the 
injunction was served and appointed 
another, who got the money from the 
treasurer and paid the troops. 

The governor was impeached and 
tried. He was acquitted of any mis- 
vonduct in declaring the two counties 
in insurrection and in taking military 
possession of thom, but was convicted

SAVE LIVES BY 
FORDING RIVER 


Neariy $400,000 Loss as 
Flames Sweep Woodstock 


SCORE OF BUILOINGS. BURNED 


Telegraph and Telephone Wires Are 
Burned Out and Roads and Bridges 
Blocked—Blaze Starts In Lumber 
Yards of Woodstock Lumber Com- 
pany—No Fire Apparatus at Hand 


Lincoln, N. H., Aug. 15.—Fire 
Swept through the countryside at 
Woodstock yesterday and last night, 
practically destroying the plant of the 
Lumber company with 
Millions of feet of prepared lumber 
and burning down a score of build- 
ings, including fifteen houses. 

Many persons in these. dwelling 
houses saved their lives only by ford- 
ing the Pemigewasset river, which 
the flames crossed behind them. So 
far as could be learned, no One was 
injured seriously. 

The postoffice was destroyed, but 
the mail was saved by the heroism of 
Postmaster Arthur Kingman, who 
carried blazing sacks over his should- 
ers to safety. 

A’ box shop, blacksmith shop and 
stables were among the other build- 
ing burned. 

The flames burned out the tele- 
graph service, crippled telephone 
wires, blocked roads and bridges— 
threatening to burn out the latter— 
and the town was almost isolated from 
the outside world. There were no 
fire fighting facilities at hand, and 
lack of communication hindered se- 
curing outside help. The walls of fire 
led to reports of more extensive dam- 
age, but the estimate has come down 
considerably and varies from $100,000 
to $400,000. 

The blaze started in the extensive 
yards of the lumber company on the 
south side of the Pemigewasset river. 
Sparks from one of the company’s 
locomotives are believed to have 
caused the first flame, which had 
been whipped into a growing fire when 
it was discovered. 

Lacking fire fighting facilities, ex- 


}cept such as could be contrived from 


buckets and soaked blankets, and 
without water to use except that se- 
cured at the banks of the river, those 
who endeavored to quench the blaze 
found themselves helpless. 

Much ‘of the property’ burned was 
owned by the Publishers’ Paper com- 
pany, which had leased it to the 
Woodstock Lumber company.

NEW AEROBOAT TO GO 
OVER 67 MILES AN HOUR. 


Stability and Speed Combined In Or- 
ville Wright's Latest Invention. 


Orville Wrigbt, the inventor of the 
aeroplane, has just turned out an aero- 
boat or flying boat which he believes 
will be an important factor in the de- 
velopment of the United States postal 
service. ‘The invention is the result 
of two years of experimenting. 

Mr. Wright himself has been reluc- 
tant to discuss the new invention, but 
the general superintendent of the 
Wright company, Grover Cleveland 
Loening of Dayton, O., recently con- 
sented to describe his chief's latest 
achievement in the world of air. 

“Mr. Wright,” he said, “expects that 
tis aeroboat will demonstrate its use 
fulness especially in carrying mails, 
dispatches, etc., over, inaccessible in- 
land waterways such as are found in 
many regions of the west, in Alaska 
and along the coast.” 

“The consistent speed of the new boat 
will be sixty-seven miles an hour,” he 
added, “and at all times it will be a 
faster vehicle for postal service than 
the fastest express train. Greater speed 
can be obtained on a spurt.” 

The aeroboat has also been devel- 
oped to an unusual point of seaworthi- 
ness. 

Mr. Loening also described a new 
hydroaeroplane, model C-H, which Mr. 
Wright bas just put upon the market. 

“The new hydro has been developed 
particularly for use over small inland 
rivers and lakes," said Mr. Loening. 
“It is provided with new features for 
stability and control on the water. 
The quick and treacherous air currents 
created by high banks will not upset 
the new craft 

“With only a sixty horsepower mo- 
tor as many as four persons have been 
earried on this hydro, and frequently 
{t bas flown off the water from a 
standing start in less than ten sec- 
onds.” 

The consistent speed of the Wright 
hydroaeroplane will be _ fifty-eight 
miles an hour. 

Mr. Wright has made several experi- 
mental flights in his air boat over the 
Miami river, near Dayton, and he has 
been able to demonstrate that hydro- 
aeroplanes can be made as stable and 
easy to control in flight as the best 
land machines, according to Mr, Loen- 
ing.

property therein for the 
three years, such valuation being first

“And the tax limit so established by 
ordinance ‘shall have the force of law 
until it is annulled or modified by the 
action of the City Council or other 
governing body of the city. After 
such ordinance has been established 
it shall not be annulled or modified 
within one year thereafter, and then 
only after a public hearing, duly ad- 
vertised, and by a two-thirds vote of 
the City Council or other governing 
body of the city."—Approved May) 28,

One Man Arrests Another at 


Quincy Depot 


Great .excitement prevailed at the 
Quincy station at 12.35 today when one 
Italian ordered another to accompany 


him to the police station at the point |} 


of a revolver. He then marched his 
prisoner to City Square and turned 
him over to Officer Canavan who ar- 
rested both men. 

At the station the man who arrested 
his fellow countryman gave his name 
as Peter Cozoy of Brackett street. His 
prisoner said hé was Vinsenzo Quin- 
tilla of Brackett street. Mrs. Cozey 
who was at the railroad station ac- 
companied the prisoners to the sta- 
tion. 

The affair occurred in sight of near- 
ly 30 people and the motive is said to 
rest on domestic trouble. Concizo Mar- 
itrindo of 29 Canal street and Tony 
Mobili, the station boot black both saw 
the affair. 

Mobili said that Cozoy suddenly ap- 
peared in front of the man and placed 
the revolver against his stomach, or- 
dering him to go to the station. Quin- 
tilla threw his arms over his head and 
said all right. Cozoy then grabbed 
him by the right arm, placed the point 
of the revolver in his right trousers 
pocket, and marched him to Officer 
Canavan. Maritrindo corroborates 
his story. ° 

Both men surrendered to the of- 
ficer without any display of force and 
Cozoy turned his revolver over will- 
ingly. The police are making an 
investigation. 

It appears from investigation by the 
police that this noon Quintilla entered 
the home of Cozoy and insulted his 
wife. The wife broke away and ran 
to the lumber yard where her husband 
is employed and told him of the affair. 
Cozoy then rushed home and got his 
revolver and followed Quintilla to the 
depot. 

On the way to the police station in 
one of Penniman’s taxi cabs Quintilla 
reached over the side and dropped a 
razor into the street. This act was 
seen by Driver. Cahill of the patrol 
wagon who was following the taxi, 
and Officer Cahill stopped and picked 
up the razor.

OF DEBT HIGH 


Are Higher 


Charles F,.Gettemy, the director of 
the bureau of satistics, in his annual re- 
port on municipal finances, shows that 
much progress has been made in 
handling the cost of municipal govern- 
ment in the State. He says that there 
has been seven years of steady pro- 
gress in municipal accounting and 
that the reform is so much better un- 
derstood and so popular that for the 
last three years the laws to correct 
abuses have been passed with prac- 
tically no opposition. The work of 
bringing the accounts of cities and 
towns upto a given standard has 
gone on well though nothing can be 
done except upon voluntary petition 
from a city or town. 

The practice of the certification of 
town notes has increased materially 
and in the two years and six months 
covered by the report since the law 
went into effect 4597 notes have been 
certified aggregating $28,719,275. The 
popularity of this system with invest- 
ors was the cause of the extension of 
the act this year to include fire, wa- 
ter, watch, light and improvement dis- 
tricts. 

Chief Gettemy is particularly 
proud of the fact that his bills were 
so well prepared for the legislature 
that he had 16 different reform laws 
in his line all passed by the legisla- 
ture without a dissenting voice in 
either the Senate or House. This legis- 
lation is especially directed against 
borrowing for current expenses, for 
unrestricted borrowing in anticipa- 
tion of taxes, diversion of trust funds 
and inefficient management of sinking 
funds.

CONNECTICUT’S PEACH CROP, 


Arrangements for handling the ship- 
ment of Connecticut’s peach crop have 
been completed: by the transportation 
department of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany, and 125 ventilated cars and 40 
refrigerator cars have been fitted up 
with shelves for this special rush traf- 
i fic. 

It is estimated that the peach crop 
of Connecticut this year will be from 
750,000 to 900,000 baskets, and the 
New Haven Railroad will be called up- 
on to transport about one-half the 
crop. In order to handlt the shipments 
as rapidly as possible, special trains 


on regular schedule have been ar-| 


ranged for, instructions have been is- 
sued to agents at loading points to 


keep in touch with shippers and to, 


place orders for cars for the following 
day as early as possible, and chief 
train dispatchers, yardmasters and 
agents have received special instruc- 
tions for the handling of equipment 
assigned to the peach service. 

Shipments of peaches from points 
in Connecticut will be made to Provi- 
dence, Boston, New 
River, Worcester, Springfield, Pitts- 
field, Bridgeport, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and points in Penn- 
sylvania and west of the Hudson 
River. To some of these placey, 
| special trains will run daily during| 
; the season, and to other points the 
| peach cars will be attaclied to the reg- 
ular rush service. 

One of the features of this peach 
service is the shelving of the equip- 
ment assigned to transport the crop. 
As the peaches are shipped in baskets 
it is impossible to pack them in the 
cars one basket on top of another. It 
has been found expedient, therefore, 
jto erect temporary shelves in the cars, 
thereby increasing their capacity 
about three hundred per cent.

| PECULIAR SWISS F ARMING. 


Farmers are usually considered a 
very stationary class of people not giv- 
en to frequent removes; but in a little 
Swiss valley near the source of the 
Rhone River are about two thousand 
peasant farmers, who from the nature 
of their conditions are freuently on the 
move. There are groups of habit- 
ations wherever there is land to till 
or pasturage, and the farmers live 
,wherever there is work to be done, 
leaving one house empty to move inte 
another so that some families may own 
several houses. 
| At any season of the year entire fam- 
ilies may be seen either ascending or 
decending the valley with their herds 
or household goods as though they 
were leaving the country. At the 
head of each procession is a mule car- 
|rying the farmer; the mother and chil- 

dren follow, and behind them come 
jthe cattle, goats, sheep and pigs. 
Throughout the valley, which is only 
‘thirteen miles long, are large unmber 
|of houses and barns seemingly without 
a single tenant. In December and 
|January the peasant farmers with 
their live stock are grouped in the 
lower pastures; in February they are 
living in ‘their villages where the larg- 
est amount of hay is stored; they move 
|down the valley in March to work in 
eee vineyards near the river; and in 
April they move back to their villages 
to plant their fields and gardens; in 
May and June they move again to the 
| pasture regions. 
In summer part of them attend to 
‘live stock at'the pastures; some work 
in the vineyards and others attend to 
their garden crops, etc. In the fall 
all the farmers go down to the vine+ 
| yards by the river to harvest grapes 
|and make wine. They move from 
| place to place not only for convenience, 
but in order te take their live stock 
with them for enriching the soil. At 
each of the stations outside of the vil- 
\lages each family has a house and barn 
wth a shable under it, a granary and a 
cellar.

The Penrose resolution draws at- 
tention to the Monroe. Doctrine and 
to the possibiity that continued de- 
struction of property in Mexico would 
involve international complications 
and intervention by European na- 
tions. The resolution specially de- 
slares “it is not the policy of the gov- 
ernment of the United States ta 
recognize or assist any faction or fac- 
tions in the republic of Mexico,” and 
proposed: 

“That the President of the United 
States be required to take such steps 
ag are nécessary to place a sufficient 
number of United States troops as a 
constabulary in the republic of Mex- 
ico wherever and at such points ae, 
in his opinion, they may be needed, 
properly to police and protect citizens 
of the United States and their prop- 
erty, and it is hereby declared that 
such protection of the lives and prop- 
erty of American citizens is not made 
with any intent that such policing and 
protection shall be construed as an act 
of hostility or unfriendliness toward 
the Mexican nation.”

Changes of Climate. 

A scientist who recently investigated | 
the causes of secular variations in tem- | 
perature at the earth’s surface thinks 
that they are more probably due to!

Plans to Make Woods Furnish Food 
and Shelter Needed. 


Joseph Knowles, a Boston artist, has 
begun a remarkable experiment to 
rove that he can live in the Maine 
orests twerty miles from a_ settle 
ment, just as did prehistoric man. He 
will discard all clothing, will make the 
Woodland furnish his food and shelter | 
and will defend himself from animals | 
or other foes only with the aid of his |

For two months he will make bis 
home in the depths of the virgin forest 
that surrounds Big Spencer lake, in 
Maine.

Three Methods Are Used—Sawing, 
Slicing and the Rotary Cut. { 
Veneer is very thin lumber. The raw 


| material is usua'ly purchased in logs | i 
of random lengths. Some are cut into | by j 


fiitches and in turn sawed into thin! 
sections called sawed veneer. In other; 


ases the logs, after being steamed. ; 
are shaved to sharp knives. This meth- 
od produces sliced veneer. Neither 
of these processes is as extensively} 
used as the third, the rotary cut, al-| 
though for certain purposes they are; 
of importance. | 

The structure of the wood, the size; 
of the logs and the use for which the | 
veneer is designed largely determine 
the process employed. Some foreign 
woods ure very hard and, like soft do- 
westic woods—the conifers, for instance | 
—often produce the best veneer when 
sawed, while for other woods the slic- 
ing method is preferred. Where the 
product is for fine exterior finish and 
has to be selectéd and matched ac- 
cording to the figure or grain, sawing 
is the favorite method. 

The rotary cut process is similar in 
principle to the slicing process. The 
log, after being steamed, is revolved 
aguinst a fixed knife the length of the 
log and wide sheets are shaved off. 

Veneers are cut into a number of 
thicknesses. The domestic woods, ro- 
tary cut. range from five-sixteenths to 
one-fiftieth of an inch and the import- 
ed woods from three-sixteentks to one- 
thirty-fourth. In the sawed and sliced 
products the thickest veueer is five- 
sixteenths,—Ludianapolis News.

While 
alurming symptoms have followed the 
ingestion of enormous quantities, there 
is no evidence that fatally toxic effects 
‘have ever ensued. 

| Coffee is a mild stimulant, and the 
, effects are rather transient. The mod- 
‘erate use of coffee will not make a 
well man sick. Such moderate use 
, Will not occasion disagreeable symp- 
toms in the healthy, such as insomnia, 
headache, nervousness, drowsiness, 
palpitation, dyspepsia. vertigo, ete. On 
the other band, it will obviate or re- 
lieve fatigue. 

|. We do not consider coffee a neces- 
sary concomitant of civilized life, 
which some extremists claim it to be. 
To our minds it is rather a luxury 
which it is not necessary to dispense 
with unless one is compelled to do so 
as a part of the attempt to combat 
the increasing cost of living. As to 
the moderate use of any of the things 
, which we ingest the same principles 
apply. Even such a valuable sub- 
stance as milk has to be imbibed within 
‘reason as to quantity. lest autointoxi- 
cation ensue.—Medical Times.

Why and bow it as happened that 

the apple has bee: spoken of as the 

fruit that was forbidden in the Garden 


; Thompson’s Waiting Room, City Sq. of Eden is one of the greut puzzles of 


biblical seholars. ‘The fact is that io 
Genesis iii.. where the incident of the 
eating of this fruit of the “tree of 


| knowledge of good and evil” is men- 


tioned, no nume whatever Is given to 
that fruit. All that is said is: “And 
when the woman saw that the tree 
was good for food. and that it was 
pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to be 
desired to make one wise, she took of 
the fruit thereof, and did eat, and gave 
also unto her husband with her; and 
he did eat." (Verse 6.) 

In fact, scholars doubt very seriously 
whether it was the apple af all. They 
suggest that all evidence points to it 
having been the quince, the fragrance 
of which was held in the highest 
esteem by the Orientils. Another point 
in favor of the quince is that it is the 
‘fruit which was sacred to Venus, the 
| goddess of love, and in a great many 
of the ancient writings the quince is} 
very frequently mentioned in this man- 
ner. In Babylonia Ishtar took the 
place of Venus in the Roman mytho- 
logy, and it should be remembered that 

! 


/the story of the creation originated 


with the Babylonians. All evidence 
seems to point away from the apple 
having been the “forbidden fruit.” and 
toward the quince as having been that 
fruit of the “tree of knowledge of good 
j and evil.”—Tit-Bits.

ADHESIVE TAPE. 


Did You Ever Think How Useful It 
May Be In the Home? 

A little forethonght will provide ad- 
hesive tape for many emergency uses 
in the household outside of the sick- 
room. Labels for bottles and jars can 
be made of it, since the name is easily 
printed in, ink, and the whole label 
nay be removed with no effort when 
it is outgrown. A hot water bottle 
can be mended with adhesive tape; in 
fact. any rubber hose or container 
may have its life prolonged by it. Even 
a three cornered tear in a cloth or 
dark dress becomes invisible when 
pressed in place over a small square 
of it. 

If any tacks are not at hand when 
the window shade is pulled off the 
roller adhesive tape will put it back 
strongly and neatly. “And when | 
have a corn or a tender spot on my 
foot,” said the trained nurse who sug- 
gested some of these uses. “nu little 
patch of adhesive tape is a great com- 
fort and protection from chafing.”

Washington, Aug. 28.—President 
Wilson played his trump card in the 
Mexican situation when he appéared} 


before a joint session of congress to 
Tead a message which advised: 

That all Americans be earnestly 
urged to leave Mexico at once. 

That Mexico must be informed that

That he deems it duty to let the 
various Mexican factions fight out 
their troubles. 

That he must prohibit shipment of 
arms to both federals and rebels, to 
insure strict neutrality by the United 
States. 

‘hat everyone in Mexico who as- 
sumes to exercise authority must 
know that this government “shall 
vigilantly watch the fortunes of those 
Americans who cannot get away and 


| shall hold those responsible for their 


suffering and losses to a_ definite 
reckoning. That can, and will be 
made plain beyond the possibility of 
a misunderstanding. 

Accompanying the president’s ad- 
dress was the reply of the Huerta 
government rejecting the American 
proposals. It wag written by Fo reign | 
Minister Gamboa. It suggested the 
following alternative policy for the 
United States: 

Reception of a Mexican ambassador 
in Washington. 

That the United States send a new 
ambassador to Mexico without re- 
Straints. 

Strict observance of the neutrality | 
laws and “see to it that no material or 
monetary assistance is given to the 
rebels.” 

Unconditional recognition of the 
Huerta government. 

Failure of the negotiations of Spe- 
cial Envoy Lind was reported by the 
president. But he said the door is 
net closed to resumption of peace 
Overtures. 

The president regards the situation 
as critical. His address’ breathed 
friendship for the Mexican people, 
but extreme pessimism as to the out-} 
look for immediate restoration of 
peace, because of President Huerta’s 
rejection of the mediation plan. 

The message was distinctly pacific 
{in tone and contains little in the way 
of recommendation for future policy 
except the single oné that “this gov- 
ernment must urge earnestly that all 
Americans should leave -Mexico at 
once and that the United States 
should assist them to cet out of Mex- 
ico in every way possible.” 

The president counsels delay be- 
fore further action is taken, and 
says: 

“Impatience on our part would be 
childish and would -be fraught with 
every risk of wrong,and folly. The 
door is not closed against the resump- 
tion, either upon the initiative of 
Mexico or *pon our own, of the effort 
to bring order out of the confusion by 
friendly co-operative action, should 
fortunate occasion offer. 

“So long as the misunderstanding 
continues we can only await the time 
cf their awakening to a realization to 
the actual facts. We cannot thrust our 
good offices upon them. The situa- 
ticn must be given a little more time 
to work itself out in the new circum- 
stances, and I believe that only a lit- 


es 


‘tle while will be necessary. 


“The circumstances are new. ‘ue! 
rejection of our friendship makes 
them new and wil! inevitab!y bring 
its own alterations in the whole as- 
pect of affairs. 

“The actual situation of the au- 
thorities at Mexico City will present- 
ly be revealed.” 

President Wilson last night warned 
all Americans to leave Mexico at 
once, At the same time the Ameri- 
can embassy and all consular repre- 
sentatives throughout the southern 
republic were instructed to “notify all) 
Officials, civil and military, in Mex- 
ico” that they would be held strictly 
responsible for harm or injury done 
to Americans or their property. 

Within a day or two an announce- 
ment is expected of the. mobilization 
of a large number of American troops 
along the southern frontier to enforce 
neutrality in the traffic of arms and 


President Wilson was in touch with 
Assistant Secretary Breckenridge of 
the war department last night, but the 

nature of his communication was not 
revealed. It is believed the president 
not only is preparing to strengthen the 
border patrol, but desires the strictest 
Vigilance by troops already watching 
the international boundary.

Lind Returns to Mexico Gly a 
Wilson's Spectal Envoy 
TENS ‘ON SOMEWHAT RELIEVED 


Huerta WII Not Be Candidate For 
Presidency — Questions — Involving 
Pride and National Honor Expected 
to Soon Be Clarified—Americans 
Are Leaving Mexico 


, Washington, Aug. 29.—Strong hope 

prevails in official circles that the 
Huerta government and the United 
States will soon arrive at a mutual 
understanding leading to a peaceful 
settlement of the revolutionary dis- 
turbances in Mexico. 

Administration officials express 
themselves as pleased with yester- 
day’s developments. President Wil- 
hon regarded as hopeful the tone of 
the note sent by Frederico Gamboa, 
Mexican minister of foreign affairs, 
in reply to supplementary suggestions 
leaving 
Mexico City for Vera Cruz last Mon- 
day. 

The full text of the two communica- 
tions was received here and _~° while 
neither side, according to the official 
interpretation, yields any of the es- 
sential points in its contentions, the 
method of approaching the difficulties 
at hand is admittedly more friendly 
and framed with more regard for a 
practical solution. 

Offictals found encouragement, too, 
in Lind’s decision to return to the 
Mexican capital, as they had left it 
to his discretion to go there if there 
Was a prospect of renewing negotia- 
tions along tangible lines, 

‘rhe two notes exchanged by Lind 
énd Gamboa were published in ful! 
here and official Washington read 
them closely.

Americans in Mexico are heeding 
President Wilson's warning to get out 
cf the country and state department 
officials believe that two weeks hence 
there hardiy will be a thousand of 
them left in the troubled southern re- 
public. : 

Althoug®many had refused to con- 
sider leaving before the word came ot 
the president’s urgent advice, hun- 
dreds have been starting for home or 
abroad daily during the past three 
Weeks, and it is estimated that nearly 
10,000, or about as many as are still 
in Mexico, have got away.

“Hookworm is a preventable disease. 
First steps In the prevention consist in 
an enforcement of proper sanitary con- 
ditions. the use of sanitary Intrines in 
sufficient numbers and compulsory reg- 
fstration of all cases of the disease 
with the proper health authorities. All 
new miners should be compelled by 
law to undergo a careful medical ex- 
amination, and infected miners should 
not be permitted to work.

NEW KANSAS INSECT IS. 
CHINCH BUG’S NEMESIS. 


and Corn Field Pest. 


A bug expert at the Kansas Agricul- 
tural college bas discovered what en- 
tomologists long bave sought—an in- 
sect which destroys chinch bugs. This 
insect makes a business of destroying 
chinch bug eggs by laying its own 
eggs inside those of the chinch» bug. 
The parasite has been found in every 
wheat and corn field exumined near 
Manbattun, Kansas. Of 3.101 chinch 
bug eggs collected between April 28 
and June 10, 21 per cent were destroy- 
ed by the parasite. Of 116 eggs col- 
lected at Crawford, Kansas, 16 per 
cent were parasitized. + 

It is believed at the agricultural col- 
lege that this is the first parasite on 
chinch bugs ever discovered. James 
W. McColloch, assistant entomologist, 
who found the new insect, sent speci- 
mens to the United States department 
of agriculture for identification. Re- 
forting after an incomplete examina- 
tion of the chinch bug destroyer one 
of the experts in that department 
gives it as his opinion that the new 


, Insect represents not only a new spe- 


cies. but also a new genus. Twe bun- 
dred and seventy-five of the new para- 
sites have been bred ont at the col- 
lege. The length of the life cycle has 
been found to vary from ten to eigh- 
teen days, depending upon climatic 
conditions

will determine bow widely it is dis- 
tributed in Kunsas. If it proves to be

Hamptoi Roads Oct. 25 


The battleship Vermont is the only 
Quincy built ship seleeted for the 
Mediterranean cruise,; leaving Hamp- 
ton Roads, Oct. 25. Only nine battle- 
ships of the Atlantic Fleet will make 
the Mediterranean cruise this Fall and 
they will not be accompanied by the 
torpedo flotilla, as the original pro- 
gram proposed. 

Secretary Daniels announced Thurs- 
day that it had been determined it 
would be incurring an unnecessary 
risk to have the destroyers make the 
return trip across the Atlantic in mid- 
winter, and that they would be sent to 
the Mediterranean at a more favorable 
season, 

It had been intended to send a larger 
number of battleships, but four of the 
big vessels are being kept in Mexican 
waters and four others are in readi- 
ness to relieve them. This relief pol- 
icy was adopted in order to allow the 
crews liberty in American ports. 

Secretary Daniels said the Fall 
cruise to the Mediterranean would 
inaugurate a policy of periodically 


giving the enlisted men of the Navy a} 
foreign cruise for their education and| 


recreation. 
The nine battleships to steam out of 


Hampton Roads, and their destinations 


will be as follows: 

Wyoming, flagship of Rear Admiral 
Badger, commander-in-chief, Malta; 
Vermont and Ohio, Marseilles; Arkan- 
sas and Florida, Naples; Utah and 
Delaware, Villefranche; Connecticut 
and Kansas, Genoa. 

It is expected the Wyoming will ar- 
rive at Malta Nov. 8&8. Sailing three 
days later for Naples, the flagship 


should leave that port, Nov. 18, lead-| 


ing the two vessels which , will then 
have completed their stay there for
